DECLARATION, to all His Maieſties Loving Subiects 
in His Kngdoms of ENGLAND, SCOTLAND. and 
IRE LAND, &c. 


Oraſmuch as we have lately received an Overture, in the name of ſome thouſands of Our Loving Subjects in our Kiug- 
doms of FH Scotland, Ireland, and Our Dominion of ii ale, Cc. wherein 15 expreſſed the late cruel, Iyrannical 
and perficious practiſes and proceedings of apack'd piece of a Parliament o: Juncto,v.o have aſſumed a Power to them- 
ſelves far beyond what ever hath been acted or done by any of Our Predeceſſors, contrary to Law, Reaton and the 

juſt Riglits and Priviledges of all Our good Subjects, 

We do therefore Declare, that We hall accoreing to our late Proclamation endeavour ſo far as in Us lyes, to make good 
Out P:omiſe in every particular. To which end and purpoſe, We have already provided ſhipping, and embarqued a confidera- 
ble part of Our Army to be landed at one of the places therein mentioned; retolving with Our Selt to appear in Our own Roy- 
all Perſon at the head of thoſe Forces, tor the better encouragement ot all Our good Sub;ects. All which might have been per- 
formed long ſince, had not the ſiege of Dun ir put a demur to Our proceedings therein, it being a place very confiderable and 
of great concerninent as to the mange ent of Our ſo weighty undertakings 3 Our chief ends being, to reſtore Religion in its 

urity, the Lawes to their Channel, the Nobility and Gentry to their Eſtates, and all Our loving Subjects to their Ancient Li- 
— In effecting whereof, if not aſſiſted by you, we do verily believe ſalvation will come ſome other way, and we ſhall by 
Divine providence be reſtored to Our Royal and Legal Prerogatives 3 Vet we doubt not in the leaſt hut that many of Ou: gocd 
Subʒects will ſo far provide towards Our aſſiſtance, as to unte their heart in a joynt and hearty content to fo publick a god as 
concerns not only Our Selt, but them and their Polterities tor ever. b 7 

In the mear.time, (to prevent ettution of blood ) It Propoſitions of Peace ſhall be propounded by thoſe at it'e/tminſter, On: 
ears ſhall be alwaies open unto them, and not only ready to rece've them, bur even to ſeek and ſolicit for them, when eve: We 
can probabl, judge that they are a Full and Free Parliament, and will not re ject Our Overture, which with all rolkible exreci::;- 
on will come to their Hands. x ; 

And We are ſo far from den ing to anſiver any Propoſitions of Peace ſent by them, that we will and do promiſe, upon the N 
of a King, that if a Treaty may be procured, We will uſe no Hoſtile means, or other way which may be a hinderance thetumo; 
the Sum of Our demands being. The glory of God, in the maintenance of the true reformed Proteſlant Relięion, the jult and n- 
ſeparable right of the Crown, the jult power and Priv ledges of Parliament, and the lawful Rights of all Our Good Subjects: and 
all theſe under no ambiguous tea mes, whereby the contrary party have formerly deluded and miſlead fo many 0. Our Loving cub- 
jects, pretending that they have all along fought for the ſame. | 

Norwithltanding it no Treaty can be procuted, we ſhall hazzard Our Self to defend and maintain theſe our ſo juſt and Legal de- 
mands, and for thoſe who are obſtinate, and refuſe to joyn with Us in the proſecution of theſe Our juſt intentions, We do De- 
clare them unworthy of Our aſſiſtance. Nevertheleis we know and do aſſure our ſelves, that few or none of Our good Sub'ects 
ae gn tant of the heavy Taxes that have been impoſed upon them ſince our exilement, upon pain of plundring their goods, ang 
and unpriconment of their perſons, taking fiom them a fifth part ot their yearly Revenue, beſides Contribution ; plundeing al- 

16lt all men of quality in every County, to the undoing of many of Our good. Subjects; And after theſe ſufferings what an 
Exciſe hath been ſet upon the Bread and Meat they eat, and which is far worſe how our Churches have been abeſed and n ade 
Stables, robbing and defacing them, aboliſhing the true Proteſtant Religion, and inſtead thereof int:oduced ſo many Religions 
as men ſhall fancy to themſelves. | : 

We are likewiſe confident, That many of Out Good Subjects are ſenſible of the happy Government they and their Anceſto:; 
have enjoyed under many godly and pious Kings and Queens; Therefore we will and require ail Our Loving Subjects ſeriouſly 
to conſidet how ever probable they can expect ſuch dayes again, except they joyn with Our Sel: and Our Forces, to advance Oc: 
Throue and Regal Dignity. Which will be the only means to make up the Breaches in Our poor Matlacred an} divided Kin? 
doms, procure a happy Union betwixt Our Good Sub jects, prevent all future diſtractions, and we may obtaine honour from 2! 
Ch:ittian Princes, that Religion, Juſtice, Loyalty and a Free Trade may flour iſh throughout Our Domuimons.
